The printers felt they had a grievance 
aeainst the foreman, proof reader and 
telegraph editor and demanded their 
discharge. 
The management refused to 
accede to their demand and the men all 
went out last night. 
A meeting of the 
Typographical union was afterward held 
and their action was indorsed. 
The 
strikers, forming a large majority of the 
union, forced their own indorsement. 
The men against whom the trouble had 
been made ojBfered to resign, but the 
proprietor, W. A. Clark, refused to ac- 
cept their resignations, declaring he 
would suspend publication 
first. 
Both 
Ijarties remain obdurate, consequently 
there v/as no Miner published this morn- 
ing. 
The matter will be referred to the 
president of the International union and 
promises to develop some interesting 
features, as it is stated the union has ex- 
ceeded its right in striking against men 
in other departments of the paper.

ST. LOUIS, July 10.—On Februaiy 12, 
1885, a day familiarly known to local 
grain operators as "Black Friday," Mr.

SAN FBANCISCO, July 10.—Shanghia 
papers received yesterday by steamer 
say incredible cruelties have been prac- 
ticed on ohinese soldiers in Formosa. 
After the war ended most of the soldiers 
were given passage back from Formosa, 
but were not supplied with food, and 
the result was starvation and disease. 
Many of the sick were crowded into 
coffins and buried alive. A European 
witnessed one case where the victim 
struggled to prevent the coffin lid being 
nailed down. 


A great fire at Kirin destroyed one- 
fifth of the city and caused a loss of be- 
tween two and three million dollars. It 
spread along the river, burning large 
timber rafts, on which were hundreds of 
people. 
Ten lives were lost. 


In Tokio there is gieat suffering for 
lack of food. Thousands are living on 
bran mash and food of oxen and hogs, 
others live on garbage. In the interior 
the situation is worse, and European 
missionaries declare that many will 
perish unless aid is furnished.

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 10.—^Arch- 
bishop Ireland read a long and vigorous 
paper on *^Thia state school and the 
parish school—is union between them 
possible," at the Educational conven- 
tion this morning.

The Capacity of the Elcetric Works 
to be Increased at Once. 


The rumor that the Fort 
Wayne 
Electric company would increase the 
capacity of their plant in this city, by 
reason of the removal here of the Brook- 
lyn branch, has been current for some 
time, but not until to-day was it learned 
what the magnitude of the development 
might be. The capacity of the works 
will be greatly increased. 
Plans have 
been prepared by Architects Wing & 
Mahurin for a storage building, the 
dimensions of which are to be 50x150 
feet and two stories high. 
The plans 
will be 
commenced 
at 
once for 
another 
addition 
to 
the 
shop 
which will be 80x200 feet, or larger, and 
three stories in height. The contract 
for the first named building has already 
been let and ground will be broken 
next week. The additional new build- 
ing will be under roof and the machinery 
in operation before September. It is 
expected that 100 more men than now 
constitute the forces will be given em- 
ployment when the capaoity of the 
works are increased. 
To facilitate the 
shipping which is increasing every day, 
the Wabash company will run a siding 
to the works, an expensive undertaking, 
as considerable grading will be neces- 
sary to accomplish it. The stakes for 
this siding were set today. This will 
form perfect shipping arrangements for 
all roads, the tracks of the Fort Wayne 
road and Grand Bapids road being also 
laid to the works. 


W. V. Stewart, of Lafayette, attorney 
for the Wabash road, is in the city to- 
day. It is said he is adjusting affairs 
relating to the disputed ground to which 
the railroad claims right of title, which 
he is doing in order that the work of 
building the additional shops may not 
be interfered with.

When the house and senate met this 
morning, immediate action was t ^ e n 
by both houses on the lottery question. 
In the senate the majority report of the 
Judiciary committee, declaring that the 
action of the governor in vetoing the 
bill with the amendment submitting 
the lottery proposition to the people, 
was unconstitutional and arbitrary, was 
adopted by 23 yeas to 12 nays, and by 
the same vote the veto message, as re- 
ceived from the house, was returned to 
that body. 


In the house, the action of the senate 
was sustained by amotion being adopted 
to reconsider the vote by which the 
veto message passed the house, when 
the bill with the veto of the governor 
attached, was ordered to be returned to 
his excellency by the clerk of the house, 
which was done. 


This action of the senate and house 
forces the question into the courts, 
where it will be decided whether an 
amendment to be submitted to the peo- 
ple, passed by a two-thirds vote of both 
houses, has to be sent to the governor 
for his approval or veto, and whether 
such a measure thus passed was final or 
not, and that it be only sent back to 
the secretary of state for promulgation.

not, and that it be only sent back to 
the secretary of state for promulgation.

another state or county with intention 
of voting therein or who shall have voted 
therein. 


Any person who has not been a bona 


fide resident of the state and of the 
county for at least six months before the 
election. 


This last clause is •* ery important as it 


applies to all who have moved into 
the county since June 4, 1890. The 
penalty for voting or attempting to vote 
without registration, when such is re- 
quired. is from one to five years in state 
prison. 


Great care rnust be taken so that per- 


sons do not violate the registration laws 
unwittingly. Committeemen, and ac- 
tive democrats generally, are hereby re- 
quested to see to it that all who are re 
quired to register before voting, esoe- 
cially those who have not lived in the 
county prior to June 4, 1890, shall be 
registered in the clerk's office on or be- 
fore August 4, 1890. 


A canvas of the several voting pre- 


cincts by committeemen, and procuring 
the registration of all those voters who 
are included in the- above classes, will 
result in saving many votes to the 
party. 


Let all active democrats at onoe look 


about them and have the law fully com- 
plied with before August 4, 1890.
